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State Ignores Andover © 


The state department of public works apparently doesn’t 


take Andover very seriously. 


Commissioner John A. Volpe has just told Selectman 
Sidney P. White that interchanges on the relocated Route 
98 are to be as outlined following a meeting in March of 
1954 — including the much-disputed interchange at Das- 


comb rd. 


There is no provision for an interchange at Lowell 


Junction. 


Many residents of the town and practically all town 
boards have urged the department to establish an inter- 
change at Lowell Junction and eliminate the Dascomb rd. 
access. A public meeting in 1955 showed overwhelming 


sentiment for that move. 


But the state persists in setting up the interchanges as 
it wishes, without other explanation and apparently with- 
out seriously heeding the requests of the townspeople. 

We feel that it is arrogant and probably foolhardy for 
the state department to act in that manner — the least Mr. 
Volpe could do is adequately explain the department’s 
reasons for ignoring Andover’s repeated requests. Perhaps 
there are good reasons, but unless they are presented, we 
certainly must feel that the department is being deliberat- 


ely callous in its treatment of the town.

Don’t Heckle Industry 


How much will industry want to come here? 

We have several times explored the advantages to be 
gained by the town by having industry come here in newly- 
zoned industrial areas. Most thinking people agree that 
the benefits far outweigh the few disadvantages of moder- 


ate industrial expansion. 


We should, however, explore the industrial viewpoint of 
Andover as a site for new plants of whatever description. 
Does industry want to come here, in preference to many 
other towns actively engaged in promoting their assets? 

We believe industry will want to come here — unless it 
becomes apparent that only hostility will greet them. 

We believe that industrial leaders will be quick to see | 
the advantages we will offer them — in location, available 
water supply, transportation and in many other ways. They 


will want to come to Andover. 


But all our advantages will be of no avail if hostile 
feelings are everywhere in evidence — making industry 
feel that the welcome mat has been withdrawn and that 


all they can expect is to be heckled. 


We see an example of that in the Acme Concrete com- 
pany’s situation — there has been nothing but hostility to 
the firm’s attempt to locate in an industrial district in our | 
town. Are not other firms, even if they are of other types,

and wonder if it is worth while to take all that euff from | 


the town? 


We note, for instance, that the town is now seeking to 
have Acme stop most activities at its yard and confine 
‘‘A Contractor’s Yard’? — and it appears that

such an operation is being considered as merely a place | 
to store equipment until it is moved out to a job, with no 


other activities to take place on the property. 


Perhaps that is a fair definition of a ‘fcontractor’s yard”’ | 
we believe that is something that needs further expla- 


nation, but it certainly would place the Acme firm in the | '™ 
position of being unable to operate its yard profitably and 
probably would result in having the company move out,

on the Shawsheen school addi- 
tion. It had been on the agenda 
for the board’s meeting Feb. 7 
but no discussion of the question 
came up. 

The statement issued by the 
committee Tuesday night reads: 

“The Andover School commit- 
tee, unanimously, wishes to be 
recorded as opposed to the town
